JAPAN. 
OSAKA AND HIOGO. 

From Osaka and Hiogo our latest date is the 24th May, when 
everything was reported perfectly quiet and trade still dull, but 
with a little doing in both imports and exports. A correspondent 
at Kobe writes :— 

“The new settlement (that is the sand patch) has for the past 
week or so undergone great improvement, and up to the hour of 
writing dozens of coolies are fey making drains here and there 
to allow the water with which the sand is so thoroughly soaked to 
run off. Should these improvements go on as well as they are 
begun, in a short time the land will be in a fit state to be offered 
for sale, and merchants who are fast migrating to this place will 
find a spot whereon they will, with some degree of satisfaction, be 
able to squat. 

“The Mikado is still in Osaka, and during the past week we 
were honoured by the presence of two of his princes, who we 
believe had some important object in view in thus calling on 
us. There is no news from Osaka, with the exception of a dread- 
ful accident which occurred at the ruins of the ill-fated castle of 
*Stotsbashi. On the 8th instant, a party of coolies were at work 
clearing away the debris, when one of them, striking a stone 
with an iron implement, caused some sparks to fly, and these 
igniting some gunpowder, produced an explosion which sent 
the stones flying in all directions, killing four of the men and 
seriously injuring two others.” 

The British fleet remains still at Hiogo and Osaka. 





YOKOHAMA. 


Advices from this port by the present mail are to the 31st May, 
still a few days in arrear of the news brought by the Pacific line, 
of which a summary was given in our last issue. The outward 
mail of March 27 was delivered on the 19th May (one day late), 
and the following one of April 10 was daily expected. 

The Japan Herald thus briefly sums up the political situation :— 
“Several skirmishes have taken place between the Northern and 
Southern troops, in the neighbourhood of Yedo; we are informed 
that no less than five or six occurred within two days in the early 
part of the week, all of which resulted in the defeat of the Impe- 
rial or Southern forces. Satsuma became sorely pressed for rice, 
and but for timely assistance of a friendly Daimio would have been 
pe to his wit’s end to appease the hunger and impatience of 

is retainers. Altogether, Imperial and Southern Confederacy 
measures appear very gloomy and doubtful. We have heard of 
an ultimatum having been despatched to the Mikado, signed by 
the Princes of Kanga, Aidzu, Sendai, Nambu, and other Northern 
rulers to the effect, that they will not yield allegiance to any new 
form of government which may be established ; in fact, they will 
not permit Yedo to he held by the troops of the Southern Daimios, 
The Mikado himself is in a very trying position; he is in the hands 
of the Satsuma and Chosiu faction, and in order to enable them 
to carry out their designs must appear not only as Emperor but 
also as military ruler—in other words, Commander-in-Chief. The 
church, however, views this combination of dignities in the person 
of their Spiritual Emperor as sacrilegious, and the Kioto priest- 
hood are preparing fora struggle on behalf of the religion of the 
gods. The thunders of the Church will probably prove more 
tent than the Councils of the Confederate Daimios, and the war- 
ike attitude of the North.” 

The Japan Times says, “Sir Harry Parkes, who was on his way 
to Osaka when we last wrote, to present himself to his Imperial 
Majesty the Mikado as the accredited envoy of Great Britain, re- 
turned on the 28th inst. having accomplished his purpose. The 
captains of the squadron were presented to the Mikado at the 
same time, and his Majesty’s sacred seclusion is now a thing of 
the past. It is pretty well ascertained also that the Mikado, as 
we anticipated some time back, will make Osaka his residence 
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and the seat of government, and the Mint, Afsenal and other 
public works will be removed thither. 

“ Peace is not yet restored to the ceantry, nor—the system of 
Japanese warfare being taken into consideration—is there any pre- 
sent prospect of so happy a result. A strong confederation of the 
Northern Daimios is formed, and, though it appears doubtful that 
they will make any attack, their defensive position is nearly im- 
pregnable, and their submission to the new Government, as at pre- 
sent constituted, appears very remote, if not altogether out of the 
question. The Tokugawa clan, of which Yoshi-Hisa, the ex-Shio- 
goon, is recognised as the head, though temporarily degraded by 
the Mikado’s order, is too strong, in itself and its alliances, for the 
southern princes to attack with hope of success, ‘The time is 
not far distant, we are assured, when the accommodation we 
have predicted will arrive—the recall of Yoshi-Hisa to the coun- 
cils of the Mikado—not as Shiogoon, an office which is certainly 
abolished, but as head of an important department; the restora- 
tion to its honours and to most of its territory, of the Tokugawa 
family and a general amnesty to Aidzu and his friends of the 
North. Everything points in this direction. The Northern party 
would not have abandoned the Hakone pass, the Tokaido, Yedo, 
nor given up their ships without a fight, had they intended to 
make any attempt against the Southern Confederacy, or to offer to 
the will of the Mikado ought but passive resistance. The worst 
feature in the present situation is the guerilla warfare which is 
now carried on by bands of masterless men, conveniently disowned 
by their hereditary chiefs, but who are really the picked men of 
their clans. These keep the whole country immediately north of 
Yedo in a disturbed statc, and make that capital by no means a 
pleasant residence for the Mikado’s representative, and quite un- 
tenable by traders, who have accordingly deserted the place ex 
masse, much to the detriment of our commerce.” 

Sir Edmund Hornby has confirmed the decision of the Consular 
Court in the case of /teg. v. Short. 

Under the heading of “Osaka for Merchants as well as for 
Ministers ” the Japan Tinves has an ably written article urging 
the necessity of making this metropolis the principal scat of trade 
as well as of diplomacy in Japan, The writer strongly advocates 
the views expressed in our own columns in March last, as to the 
miserable unfitness of Kobe and Hiogo for business settlements, 
and the desirableness of procuring the opening of Osaka itself as 
® place of residence for foreign merchants. 


CHINA. 
—o— 
HANKOW. 

We have received the following from a correspondent at this 
port, dated 2nd June :— 

“The great event has been the opening of the Tea Market on 
the 28th ultimo, or rather on the night of the 27th, for so eager 
wore buyers in a few instances that settlements were made be- 
tween midnight and two and three o’clock in the morning—a most 
unusual proceeding, and one which has excited considerable sur- 

rise. You may imagine the discontent and excitement of the 
ollowing ony amongst those who had delayed their settlements 
till the usual business hours, and until they had time to examine 
the musters, which were only placed on the market the previous 
evening. About nincty chops have been settled up to the present 
time, including contract teas. The prices are deemed excessive, 
and in most cases above London rates by last advices. There will 
be the usual howl, I dare say, when the intelligence reaches 
home, at the madness of the TIankow buyers. But in this 
instance, as far as I can learn, it is the London people 
alone who are to blame, for they sent out limits which 
have not been exceeded by the purchases which have been 
made. No doubt people here, had they held off a little, would 
have got their teas much cheaper, as the Chinamen themselves 
are surprised at the prices they have obtained ; but such is the 
competition amongst foreigners, that it seems impossible they can 
wait when they have orders they can execute. Three ships, the 
Hiz Shaw, the Gossamer, and the Challenyer (which latter arrived 
this morning), and one steamer, the Agamemnon, are waiting to 
load with the now teas. 

“The only other event worth noticing is the issue yesterday 
of a notification from the Consul, intimating that numbers of dis- 
banded braves (Imperial soldiers) are passing up the river, with 
the view, it is feared, of entering some of the tea districts, and 

lundering the tea farms ; but that measures were being taken to 
intercept them, and prevent mischief. Luckily, they will uot find 
much copper, cash, or sycce to plunder now, if they go there, as 
the first crop teas is pretty well forward. Some of the disbanded 
braves, it is said, fired upon the troops on the wall here, as they 
passed up in their boats, the night before last, but they do not 
appear to have done much harm.” 








SHANGHAL. 

The outward mail of 18th April (French) arrived on the 2nd 
June with telegrams to the 2nd May. Dates by the inward mail 
are to June 6 :— 

According to the following extract of a letter from Tientsin it 
appears that the rebels have left that part :— 

sen-kwo-fan ig expected here hourly. Indeed, as we noticed a 
large body of native troops marching through the settlement yes- 
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terday—possibly his pody guards may have already arrived 
though we have been unable to ascertain the fact. He will stay 
at the Kiangnan arsenal, where there is large accommodation for 
him and his suite. The alleged motive of his visit is to inspect 
the works there at leisure. 

The rebels have actually left this part of the country and gone 
to Shantung. The people never speak of them now, and the 
peasantry are very busy in their fields hoeing their crops. The 
weather is scasonable, and I think we shall gather this year ve 
good crops of grain. Business still keeps unsatisfactory, and ti 
the soldiers on the route to Shanse at present go south after the 
rebels we shall not see an active trade in imports. 

Mr. Barnard, the barrister, has instituted a criminal prosecution 
for libel against the Friend of China and Evening Express, and 
the proprietors have both been committed, 

The following letter from a traveller between Peking and 
Chefoo gives an interesting account of the progress of the coal 
mines :— . 

“T bid good bye to Peking and my kind friends at the British 
and American Legations on the morning of the 13th inst., and 
after a sharp ride of three hours reached Tungchow and found 
my boat in readiness for my downward trip. Before I set out, 
however, I wish to give you a few lines about the coal mines, 
which lie about 70 miles to the north and west of Tungchow, The 
main‘facts were kindly furnished me hy Mr. Henderson, who had 
just returned with Mr. Edkins from a prospecting tour in that 
neighbourhood, and who was then on his way home to Tientsin. 

“These mines are situated at Chai-tang, 65 milos almost due 
west from Peking. The route thither is via Yang-fang, Hia-ma- 
ling and Ching-pai-keu, the respective distances being to Yang- 
fang, 23 miles; to Hia-ma-ling, 46 miles; to Ching-pai-keu, 
53 miles; and to Chai-tang, 65 miles. The road lie 
through an open plain as far as Yang-fang, and thence through 
narrow valleys to the Fotea Pass, whence valleys of varying 
width and extent coptinue to Hia-ma-ling. Through the Fotea 
Pass Mr. Henderson is of opinion a tunnel will be necessary, in 
order to make the road practicable. At Hia-ma, another pass, 
15 di in length, is reached. This, however, is not steep, and in 
the opinion of competent judges is practicable for a waggon road. 
Leaving this mountain pass (Ling), the road leads alony the face 
of the rock, across the Huenho or Muddy River, to Ching-pai-keu, 
which is distant from the mines about 30 Zé. A level valley inter- 
venes, which winds about considerably, but presents no real diffi- 
culties to the construction of a good road. Lime boulders are 
here found in great abundance. These the Chinese burn on the 
spot, and use largely for concrete. 

“Thus much about the route. A route varying but slightly from 
this has long been used by the Chinese working the mines, the 

roduct obtained in the ordinary crude and imperfect method find- 
ing its way to the capital and other points south and east of it 
by camels and mules. From one hundred and fifty to four hun- 
dred pounds being the average load when the roads are good, or 
rather when they are at their best, for they can never be said to 
be good. Some idea of the difficulties and delay attending this 
mode of transportation may be inferred from the cost of coal de- 
livered at Peking, which has ranged during the past year at from 
14 dols. to 17 dols. per ton. 

“ Mr. Henderson's efforts towards the further development and 
working of these mines has been so far successful that four of 
the leading mining firms have addressed him on the subject. This 
communication, tugether with specifications and estimates for a 
substantial waggon-road, has been submitted to the British 
Minister, and will be pressed upon the attention of the Chinese 
Government at the sarliont possible moment. It is a subject for 
congratulation to know that the project meets the hearty approval 
of a majority of the foreign Ministers, aud as the necessary initiar 
tory steps have been judiciously taken by the Ohinese themselves, 
it is not improbable that the Peking authorities will take prompt 
and favourable action in the matter. 

“As neither the Huen-ho nor Peiho can be made available for 
permanent navigation by loaded barges, it is proposed to obtain 
permission to build a road from the mines at Chaiting direct 
through to Tientsin. Thence to Taku the river can be used as at 
present. 

- “Mr. Henderson is sanguine of being able to deliver coal, not 
inferior to that now imported at Taku, for 11 dols. per ton, and has 
already contracted with the 8. 8.N. Company at that figure. With 
a railroad in operation between the two points, that price could 
be still further reduced ; but that is looking further ahead than 
the consideration of the subject, important as it is, at present 
warrants. It will be a good move ahead to have a good waggon 
road built, and it is not too soon to agitate the question of or- 
ganising a company to carry out that object. The entire dis- 
tance between Taku and Chaitang by the route already surveyed 
will be slightly in excess of 200 miles, upwards of sixty of which 
may be by river. 

“ Leaving Tungchow at 3 p.m. of the 13th, with a lively current 
and an occasional fayouring catspaw of wind, we dropped rapidly 
down the river to Tientsin, which we reached before daybreak of 
the 15th, not, however, without meeting with an occasional ugly re- 
minder of tho presence of rebels on the banks, in the shape of a 
headless corpse, floating along, or whirling its bloated ghastly 
form in one of the eddies inshore.” * 


Tho North China Daily News mentions that the chief of the 
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Freneh exploring expedition from Cambodia was expected in 
Hankow daily, accompanied only by the doctor, the other members 
having remained behind in Yunnan. We regret very much since 
this to hear that news has been received of his death. We have 
not heard any particulars, but the information comes from a re- 
liable source. 

The following items are from the Worth China Herald :— 

Li, the Governor of Chekeang, and holding also a temporary 
commission to exterminate pirates, will take up his residence in 
Shanghai for some months, in order to take vigorous measures (or 
what he imagines to be such) against the pirates who have been 
playing havoc with the grain junks. 

e are glad to learn that Mr. Mowatt, who has for some time 
been acting as law secretary and magistrate, is confirmed in the 
appointment. This, of course, involves his quitting the Consular 

ice; but we imagine he will not have reason to regret the 
exchange. 

We are requested to state that the statue to Admiral Protet 
which was subscribed for lately, is being made by a well-known 
sculptor, Mr. Barri, and may be expected here shortly. It will 
be erected on the French Bund, 

The Ningpo Amateurs gave their last performance for the 
season, with great success. Avcricket club has been started there, 
which comprises, at present, fifteen members. A capital club is 
being built in front of the Queen’s Hotel. It is to comprise a 
billiard-room, reading-room, fives’ court, theatre, dc. 

The great event of the week has been a visit by Tsen Kwo-fan, 
Viceroy of the two Kiang, who arrived here on Sunday evening, 
accompanied by a large body of native troops as a body guard. 
The alleged object of his visit was to inspect the Kiang-nan 
arsenal, where he accordingly took up quarters. The Chinese, 
however, had the wildest rumours about his intentions, The ex- 
citement to which his visit gave rise among them was intense. 
Jt was first reported to have connection with the foreign proposal 
for a railway to Soochow, as we mentioned. Latterly, however, all 
kinds of wild rumours have been afloat, all having for their 
basis an immediate onslaught on, aud expulsion of, foreigners 
from Shanghai. He took up his quar at the arsenal, to pro- 
tect it inst a supposed design by foreigners to steal the guns 
and powder He was going to undermine the settlement and 
blow it up; to blockade Woosung and, having reduced us to 
extremity for want of food and ammunition, to exterminate 
us. It has even been alleged that rich Chinamen were about 
to leave Shanghai, to avoid the approaching crisis. Tsen- 

wo-fan’s visit has been the common topic of conversation at 
every tea-house; and it has been a common remark, in 
connection with the absurd rumours of warlike design, that he 
had better quell the rebels, before undertaking foreigners. Of 
course so noted an official had to undergo the usual amount of 
complimentary visits. H.B.M. Consul, accompanied “by his Vice- 
Consul and Interpreter, had an interview with him on Tuesday. 
The French Consul-General visited him on the same day ; and he 
returned ,the latter’s visit and lunched at the French Consulate, 
on Wednesday, and went afterwards to the English Consulate. 
His Excellency was to have inspected Messrs. Russell and Co.’s 
telegraph, but some contretemps prevented his doing so. His 
Excellency was accompanied by Ting, Futai of Kiangsu, and left 
with him for Nanking, yesterday. 


HONG KONG. 

The outward mail of the 24th April arrived out on the 3rd June 
with telegrams to the 11th May. Advices by the present home: 
ward mail are to the 12th June. 

The mails, passengers, &c., from the wrecked steamer Benares, 
arrived at Hong Kong on May 30. The following account is from 
the Trade Report :— 

Shortly after the departure of the last mail, news arrived by 
the steamer United Service that the Benares, the overdue P. and 
O. steamer from Shanghai, had been wrecked on an island of the 
Fisherman’s Group on the night of the 23rd May. At noon on 
that day the vessel had started from Shanghai, and at about 
11.15 p.m. she struck. The engines were backed full speed astern, 
but failed to get the ship off. She remained aground in spite of 
all efforts to float her, but fortunately she made no water. The 
crew and passengers were in no danger until, as the tide receded, 
the vessel began to heel over to starboard. It was feared that she 
might capsize altogether, and all hands were ordered into the 
boats. The night was hazy,nnd all that could be done was to lie 
off the wreck, and wait for morning. During the night three of the 
boats were driven out to sea. When morning broke, it showed the 
ship still above wa'er, lying over on her side at an angle of 45 
degrees. The boats which had succeeded in keeping near the 
shore now felt their way in among the rocks, and all who were 
in them safely effected a landing, and made their way to a small 
patch of level ground, about 30 feet above high water mark. The 
remaining boats could not then be seen. In this disagreeable 
situation the shipwrecked party spent six hours, when the steamer 
China, from Shanghai, came in sight. At first they imagined 
that she did not see them, as she stood away out to sea instead of 
coming in shore to their assistance, but in reality she had descried, 
out at sea, the three missing boats, and had gone to their assistance 
first. Tlaving picked up these, she came in and anchored near the 
stranded vessel. All hands were hospitably received on board the 
China, and taro pilot boate which made theirappearance at this period 
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were sent, one to Shanghai the other to Ningpo, with the new ° 
of what had occurred. During the day the weather changed 
for the worse, and the China found it necessary to go round 
to tho other side of the island for shelter. The Chinese in the 
neighbourhood took advantage of this to come down and loot the 
Benares. They were seen scattering over the hills in all direc- 
tions when the wreck was visited next day by the boats of the 
China. During the 25th the weather again moderated. The 
China came round and began the recovery of cargo. It was 
found that the specie was nearly all safe. The baggage was 
mostly recovered, and a quantity of silk. During the 26th the 
proces of salvage was continued. On the 27th the French gud- 

oat Scorpion turned up, and then the steamer United Servier. 
This vessel took on board the mails and some of the passengers, 
arerh brought them on to Hong Kong, where they arrived on the 
Oth. 

The British ship Teresa, which arrived at Hong Kong on tho 
10th May, brought a detachment of the 29th Native Infantry 
from Madras. ere aro four commissioned officers, 316 non-com- 
missioned officers and men, and twenty-five native servants. The 
following is the list of the commissioned officers :—Lieut.-Oolonel 
A. Knox Gore, Major A. Ritherdon, Lieut. and Adjutant J. H. 
Prendergast, and Assist.Surgeon J. Wilkins. the above 
officers brought their families with them. 

The superintendent of the P.and O. eg ed has issued a noti- 
fication, dated June 2nd, that in future the company’s steamers 
running between Shanghai and Yokohama would not call at 
a mem This has been received with no little dissatisfaction. 

he British ship Meville, of 715 tons register, was put up at 
auction ‘by Mr. W. N. Middleton, and knocked down to Messrs. 
Douglas, Lapraik, and Co. for the sum of 15,700 dols. 

A preliminary hearing has been taken in the case of the Govern- 
ment of Macao against the China Mail newspaper.

Meerina of Tin CHAMBER oF COMMERCE. 

In our last we noticed the meeting of the Chamber of Commerce. 
We find the following report of it in the Daily Press, and we are 
glad to see that the Committee are something more than a formal 
body. We conclude that very efficient service is rendered to mer- 
cantile interests in general. It is satisfactory also to sce that the 
financial condition of the Chamber is in a flourishing condition. 
There is a surplusin hand of 10,975 dols. 

Mr. J. W. Wood, the secretary, read the report of the committee 
for the past half-year, and as he proceeded various suggestions 
wore put forward by the members, which in the end materially 
altered the original reading of some of the resolutions, 

The first three resolutions were passed without comment, but 
with regard to the one referring to the Stamp Act, 

Mr. Bosman observed that in his opinion the remark at the end 
of the resolution referring to the duty on bank notes might ad- 
vantageously be left out ; there was only one member present at 
the magne (Mr. Kresser) who was at all qualified to give an 
opinion on the subject. It would be better, he thought, if a general 
remark on the whole subject were inserted in the resolution. 

Mr. Kresser however was of a different opinion ; he considered 
that the present duty on bank notes was much too high. 

After some discussion between the two before mentioned mem- 
bers, it was suggested by the Chairman that Mr. Bosman should 
find a seconder for his amendment, and then put the question 
formally to the meeting. 

Mr. Bosman then looked round the table, but finding no re- 
sponse to his want of a seconder, the amendment was not put to 
the meeting, the resolution being passed in its original form. 

GamsBLina Licuxces. 

On the Secretary reading this resolution, Mr. Bosman remarked 
that he had a few alterations he would like to put forward. In 
the first place the resolution read, “ Indeed it would have been 
hardly possible for this Chamber to ignore the very strong opinions 
adverse to the gambling system, which were being daily ex- 

ressed by the members,” dc. Now, he objected to the word very 
pecauss he did not think such exceedingly ardent sentiments 
were desired ; he had a strong opinion of the question himself, and 
therefore if it were qualified by inserting the word some, the reso- 
lution would read better. As regarded the word daily, that was 

erhaps expressing the sentiments of the Chamber too strongly, 
Besides which people did not express strong opinions on the 
gambling question on Sundays. (Laughter.) Further. with re- 
gard to the words, “that the system is one which is highly in- 
jurious to the trade of the colony,” he did not think that that was 
exactly the substance of what had been recommended at the last 
committee. 

Mr. Taylor concurred with Mr. Bosman in his remarks as to 
the way in which the sentiments of the resolution had been quali- 
fed, and he would also suggest their being tuken out of the reso- 

ution. 

The words were then erased by the secretary, and are not in 
the resolution, as will be seen. 

Mr. Bosman then again observed that the word “most,” befora 
“respectable Chinese traders,” might be taken out. 


Mr. Taylorjand others, however, were of a contrary opinion. } 
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Mr. Bosman: Then those of 'a contrary a to [the rego- 
lution are not to be considered respectable. (Laughter.) 

After some further remarks, Mr. Bosman’s suggestion was not 
pressed. 

Mr. Bosman then said he considered the last part of the reso- 
lution, commencing “it is pretty well understood,” of no import- 
ance whatever. As far as he himself was concerned, he would 
sooner see the whole of the resolution thrown out; but still as 
he was sure he could not carry such a motion in the Chamber, 
he was not going‘to propose it. He would ask, though, who it was 
that had made, or was going to make, the “strong representa- 
tions to the Secretary for the Colonies’ mentioned in the resolu- 
tion. 

The Chairman was understood to reply that friends of his in 
England, and among them the Earl of Shaftesbury, intended using 
their influence with the Secretary of State forthe Colonies. After 
& few words from Mr. Taylor, however, the words were struck out, 
and the resolution was passed with the exception of the words “is 
encouraged and fostered by the Government of this colony,” 
Mr. Taylor remarking that it would not be advisable to make any 
strong remarks on the action of the Governor in the matter, as it 
could not be believed that his Excellency intended anything but 
good results should accrue from the working of the scheme. 

Mr. Bosman at the end made an attempt to have that remark 
taken out of the resolution, which refers to the system being dis- 
countenanced by every respectable Government, as he said it cast 
a slur on the Portuguese Government, which did not discourage 
gambling. But the words were allowed to remain in, the Chair- 
man humorously remarking that he did not think the Chamber 
would be open to a charge of slander. 

Revision or THE TREATY. 

The resolution on this subject as originally printed was almost 
entirely altered by the committee previous to the opening of the 
half-yearly meeting, and having been read by the secretary in its 
new form, it was passed with but few remarks from the members. 

The remaining portion of the report was passed without comment. 

The Chairman then moved the adoption of the report in its 
amended state, which was unanimously carried. 

Mr. Taylor suggested that a copy of the resolutions should be 
sent to his Excellency the Governor, which was agreed upon. 

The meeting then proceeded to elect a committee for the ensuing 

ear. 
? The Chairman intimated that, with the exception of Mr. Pal- 
lanjee, all the members of the late committee were open for re- 
election. 

The votes of the members present were then taken, when it was 
found that Messrs. Heard, Kresser, Duncanson, Ryrie, Rowett, 
Hitchcock, Zimmern, Helland, and Pyke were duly elected as 
members of the new committee. 

Mr. Pyke then proposed “That the monthly stock lists, which 
it was formerly the practice to prepare, be resumed.” He ob- 
served that in the first instance it would be requisite for all the 
members to agree to the proposition. 

The Chairman, however, observed that it would be little use 
passing a resolution before the consent of the various members of 
the Chamber had been obtained. 

Mr. Pyke then proposed that the secretary be instructed to in- 
form the members of the proposition he had made. 

Mr. Helland seconded this resolution, and it was agreed to. 

Mr. Bosman then said that, before the meeting separated, he 
thought a vote of thanks to the chairman should be passed. 

The motion, which was received with approbation, was carried 
unanimously. The meeting then closed. 

This was the seventh annivers of the formation of the 
Chamber of Commerce, which was originally opened on the 29th 
of May, 1861.

Report of the Committee of the Hong Kong General Chamber of 
Commerce presented to the Members thereof at the Half- 
yearly General Meeting held on the 29th day of May, 1868. 

The Committee have the pleasure to submit their report on the 
principal subjects which have come under consideration during 
the last half-year. 

TELEGRAMS FoR THE Usg oF THE CHAMBER. 

Your committee, through the secretary, have been in cor- 
respondence with the secretary of tho Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce, Calcutta, and also direct with Messrs. Reuter’s agent 
at that E pabd but so far the result has not been satisfactory. 
Messrs. Reuter, being anxious to try the result of a system of 
supplying telegrams to private subscribers, consider tha tfurnish- 
ing them to a public body like your Chamber would be preju- 
dicial to the said system they are endeavouring to introduce, and 
hence their determination not to supply the Chamber for the 

* present. 
Cuange In tue Dares anv Hour or Departure or Marts. 

This matter has also occupied the attention of your Committee. 
The Chairman waited on the Post Master General, and afterwards 
on the Colonial Secretary, and found that the local Government 
had no voice in the matter—the orders, as regards dates and hours 
of departures of mails, coming direct from the Post Master Gene- 
es england, 

e change, in having the mails despatched on fixed days each 
fortnight, must meet the approval of all, but the shangs in the 
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hour of departure at 7 a.m. cannot but be felt to be highly incon- 
venient to the mercantile community and the public at large, 
The local Government having promised to support the views of 
your Committee on this point with the Home authorities, a letter 
on the subject was addressed to the Acting Colonial Secretary— 
copy of the same will be found in the appendix. 

Tre CHAMBER'S CIRCULAR. 

The improvement of this publication has received the attention 
of your Committee, various members supplying each mail lists of 
sales, remarks, and statistics to assist the secretary in its compila- 
tion, and they confidently hope that the result has been the pro- 
duction of a circular, conveying information regarding markets, 
and statistics, which is of real value to those at a distance engaged 
in the China trade. The increased expense of printing the circu- 
lar in its present enlarged form, and how to meet this expense, 
has been discussed by your committee, but they have considered 
it advisable to continue the previous charge of twelve cents per 
copy, trusting that, as the increased value of the circular becomes 
felt, the sale of copies to subscribers will be augmented, and that 
in course of time the extra expense will be covered. 

Stamp Tax. 

The modification of the existing Schedule of Stamps has occu- 
pied the attention of the Chamber. The local Government, 
aware no doubt that much dissatisfaction was expressed by the 
community with regard to the Schedule just introduced, the 
amount leviable on some documents, such as letters of hypothe- 
cation, being unnecessarily high ; while on others it pressed un- 
equally on those engaged in trade, a commission was appointed to 
inquire into the working of the ordinance, and suggest amend- 
ments. The members of the commission, of which your chairman 
was one, requested the co-operation of this Chamber, and a 
general meeting of members, report of which will be found in 
appendix, was convened to discuss the subject. At that meeting 
a,special committee of members was appointed to confer with the 
Government Commission. In the new Stamp Ordinance which hag 
just passed the Legislative Council some suggestions were made b 
this Chamber at the general meeting, and through its speci 
committee have been adopted, and it is only to be regretted that 
Government did not declare it expedient to ‘adopt some of the 
others, more especially the recommendation concerning a reduction 
of the duty on bank notes, 

Gamnutna Licences. 

The system of licenced gambling, and its alleged evil effects on 
the trade of this colony, has received the consideration of your 
committee, also that of the body of the Chamber ; indeed, it would 
have been hardly possible for this Chamber to ignore the strong 
opinions to the gambling system which were expressed by the 
members of the foreign mercantile community, and by the most 
respectablewf the Chinese traders. A general meeting of members 
was called to discuss the subject, and at the meeting resolutions 
were passed embodying the opinion of this Chamber that the 
niga is one which is injurious to the trade of the colony. Since 
the meeting your committee have taken no further steps in the 
matter, nor are they aware of the intentions of the local Govern 
ment with reference to the system ; it is pretty well understood, 
however, that the Home Government are averse to it, and it is to 
be hoped that Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the 
Colonies will send out orders for its suppression. Your committee 
hope that should this not happen soon their successors in office 
will not slacken in their endeavours to remove from Hong Kong a 
system which is doing much mischief, and is discountenanced by 
every respectable Government. 

Revision oF THE TREATY. 

The Committee beg to call the attention of the Chamber to a 
circular issued by the British Minister at Peking, on the subject 
of the memorials from the various Chambers of Commerce, in- 
cluding that from this Chamber. 

In the circular referred to an attempt is made to fix the stigma 
of unfair dealing towards the Imperial Customs upon the entire 
foreign mercantile community of China, on the grounds of a 
charge of attempted evasion of tariff duty by one firm at Hankow. 
The parties charged in that particular case having since published 
explanations, which tend to prove that the imputation was with- 
out foundation, your committee are of opinion that the Chamber 
should express their regret at the course adopted by the British 
Minister in accepting a one-sided statement, and drawing 
from it unwarranted inferences. They further think that 
the tone of the circular exhibits but little sympathy with 
the memorialists, the interests of the British portion of which 
it is his especial duty to watch over. This is clearly shown in the 
declaration made by the Minister, that he has deemed it incum- 
bent on him to take care that Her Majesty’s Government shall in 
no way be identified with the memorialists. Such a remark made 
by the representative of a country whose policy at home and abroad 
has always been the extension of itstrade and manufactures (and, 
asa matter of course, to promote and support those associations 
which represent them), cannot fail to excite surprise wherever it is 
read. And your committee confidently hope that Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs will see the necessity of 
giving to the representative of Her Majesty in China such instruc- 
tions as will better assist the development of the commercial and 
manufacturing interests of Great Britain, and lead to a thorough 
revision of the commercial articles of the treaty, towards which, 
as far as your committee are able to learn, but little progress has 
as yet been made. j 
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Mr. Consun Swinnon’s visit To HaInaN. 


Your committee regret that it was found impracticable for any 
member of this Chamber to accompany Mr. Swinhoe on his visit 
to the West Coast, nor have they been able to obtain any informa- 
tion regarding his explorations, but they trust that any particulars 
he may have gathered as to the capabilities of trade of the ports 
he has visited, will ere long be published by the British Minister, 
for the benefit of those connected with the trade of the South of 
China generally. 

Forp of THE CHAMBER. 


The accounts of the Chamber for the past half-year have been 
duly audited by Messrs. Riddell and Kerr, and are annexed 
hereto, and your committee have much satisfaction in pointing 
out that, notwithstanding the great diminution in the number of 
members, in consequence of the late commercial crisis, the finan- 
cial position of the Chamber is most satisfactory. The amount of 
10,000 dols. on fixed deposits with the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
and Mercantile Banks remain untouched, and there is a balance 
of dols. 975.28 in favour of the Chamber in general account with 
the secretary. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. - 
—~o— 
SINGAPORE. 


Dates hence are to the 21st June. The home mail of May 8 
was delivered on the 9th, and that of May 18 on the 17th June. 
The latter conveyed London telegrams to June 5. The Straits 
Times says:—“ We have to notice three sittings of the Legisla- 
tive Council during the fortnight, and three more ordinances 
which have been passed. The meetings were on the 3rd, 12th, 
and 15th inst. and another is to be held on the 22nd inst. At 
the meeting of the 3rd inst. the passenger ship fees and Supreme 
Court Ordinances were passed, and at the meeting of the 15th 
inst. the Treasonable Offences Ordinance was made law. 


“The first and last ordinance have excited and require no com- 
ment. But the Supreme Court Bill has caused much dissatisfac- 
tion, both on account of the high-handed manner in which it has 
been carried through the Council and on account of no provision 
being made in it securing the complete independence of the 
judges of the Court. When the Bill was passing through the 
Committee an amendment was carried against the Governor by 
Brigadier Cooke voting with the Chief Justice and the unofficials 
against the Governor and other official members. After the Bill 
had been committed it was again recommitted, an amendment 
was proposed by the Attorney-General, reversing the former 
amendment, the conscientious Brigadier was discreetly absent, 
and of course his Excellency had his way by main force of num- 
bers. Such an incident as this simply tends to cause the com- 
munity to regard the Council with feelings of indignant contempt 
so far as it pretends to be a deliberative assembly, and its existence 
as at present constituted can only be considered a source of irrita- 
tion, and a standing insult to the intelligence and common sense 
of the community. Better far have solely an executive council, 
and then will the public know exactly what they have got, and 
they will not be treated like children—imposed upon with s toy, 
a plaything which is not what it pretends to be. 


“The Bill has now been passed, and we suppose goes home by 
this mail to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. Thero is 
tacked to it, however, a protest by the unofficial members, which 
has the unanimous approval of the community, and a public 
meeting was to be held in the Town Hall to support the protest. 
Judges in India, and our judges here, have hitherto been subject 
only to Her Majesty’s pleasure, and there is a very strong feeling 
that this should continue to be the case, whatever may be the 
practice in other colonies. 

“Tn connection with this proposed meeting a little incident oc- 
curred which has not increased the confidence and goodwill of the 

ublic towards the Executive. Hitherto it has been the custom 
Er the Sheriff to call all public meetings, whatever their object, 
on receiving a requisition from two or three of the residents. Ac- 
cordingly, a requisition by six residents was sent to the Sheriff for 
the proposed meeting, but after two days, much to their surprise, 
an answer was received from that functionary stating that he 
could not call a public meeting having any political object, as he 
was a paid officer‘of Government. On reference to the Governor, 
his Excellency replied that the Sheriff was right, and acted by 
his orders, and in strict accordance with the rules of the colonial 
service. This, however, did not prevent the public from holding a 
meeting whenever and wherever they pleased. This is satisfac- 
tory se far as the right of public meeting is not questioned, but it 
is felt to be a needless innovation on an old and useful custom that 
the Sheriff will not in future be allowed to call public meetings.”

Commercial Deport. 
CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


YoxonamMa.—The state of the country north of Yedo, in which more 
fighting had been going on during the fortnight, had created quite a panic 
among the merchants of that city, and business, which, at the date of our 
last, showed signs of revival, had again to be reported as dull and de- 
pressed. In Cotton Yarn alone had there been any activity, 28s to 328 
having been in chief request, and as much as $50 per picul having been 
obtained. Other counts had shared in the rise and quotations closed firm. 
In Grey Shirtings literally not a thousand pieces had been sold, and prices 
were purely nominal. A small lot of Black Velvets had been disposed of, 
but all other cotton goods were nearly without inquiry. Woollens were 
a trifle better than at the date of our last. there being some inquiry for 
Camlets, black and scarlet having been sold at $17$ and assortments at 
$154 to $16. In other classes of woollen goods we have no improvement to 
mention. The closing quotations were:—Cotton Yarn—Nos. 16 to 24, 
$42.0 to 43.0 per picul; Nos. 28 to 32, $46.0 to 48.0; Nos. 38 to 
42, $45.0 to 46.0. Cotton Piece Goods.—Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., $2.80 
to 2.85 per piece; 8.4 Ibs., $2.80 to 2.85; 8.6 to 8.8 lbs., $2.80 to 
2.90. White Shirtings: 56 to 60 reed, $3.10 to 3.20 per piece; 64 to 66, 
$3.50 to 8.70; 68 to 72, $3.70 to 4.10; T-Cloths, 6 lbs, $1.90 to 2.0 
per piece; 6.8 to 7, $2.10 to2.30; Turkey Red Cloth, 24 yards 32 inches, 
$2.80 to 8.10; Spotted Shirtings, White, $3.25 to 3.50; Dyed, $3.40 to 
3.60; Brocades, White, $3.25 to 3.50; Dyed, $3.40 to 3.60; Velvets, 
Black, $9.25 to 9.75; Assorted, $8.0 to 9.0. Iron, Nail-rod, $3.0 to 
8.50; Hoop, $4.25 to 4.50; Bars, $2.75 to 3.50; Pig, $1.30 to 1.50 ; 
Wire, $6.50 to 7.0; Lead, $7.0 to 7.75; Tin, $17.0 to 18.0; Tin Plates, 
$8.0 to 8.50. 

Hankow.—Transactions in imports had been on a moderate scale, the 
accounts from the interior markets not having been favourable to large 
investments. Of Grey Shirtings, sales had been on a small scale, holders 
being reluctant to accept current quotations. Heavy makes had been in- 
quired for at an advance of 1 mace per piece on previous figures. Last 
prices were Tis. 2.2.3 to 2.2.8 per piece for 84 lbs. cloth, and Tls. 1.8.6 to 
1.9.0 per piece for 7 lbs. White Shirtings of high counts had been asked 
for, but lower prices had been current. T-Cloths had been in small demand 
for all weights, but 7 Ibs. commanded the preference. Drills had been in 
but limited inquiry at lower figures. Fancy Cottons had been extremely 
dull of sale. Camlets had attracted buat little attention. Lastings of 
favourite chops had been in fair request at low values. Scarlet Long Ells 
had been in good request at an advance of 4 mace per piece. Assorted 
colours were also quoted higher. Spanish Stripes had been neglected. 
Figured Orleans of good assortments had improved somewhat in value. 

SHancHaL—Cottons: Parchases had been confined almost exclusively 
to foreigners, attention having been directed principally to goods ‘‘to arrive,” 
and solely to 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings. Transactions had also taken place in 
goods on the spot, on speculation, on the part of foreigners, Chinese buyers 
having kept out of the market. 7 lbs. Grey Shirtings had not met with 
much inquiry. White Shirtings had continued dull of sale. T-Cloths of 
6 lbs. weight had been wanted at rather better rates. 7 lbs. were at one 
time neglected, and lower, but latterly had come more into favour, and 
fully recovered their value. Fancy Cottons had been in little or no re- 
quest. The Titania and Min had arrived from England with general car- 
goes. Woollens: Spanish Stripes, Medium, Broad, and Habit Cloths had 
not been asked for. Camlets had been in limited inquiry, at last mail’s 
figures. Long Ells, both Scarlet and Assorted, had changed hands to a 
small extent, but prices had improved. Lastings continued dull of sale. 
Figured Orleans had attracted but little attention. Metals: Nail Rod and 
Bar Iron had remained firm, while Hoop and Pig had been difficult of sale. 
Lead had been in good demand for cargo “ to arrive” by late sailings, and 
on the spot sales had been made at quotations. For Tin Plates and Steel 
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supplied with all descriptions. Sales of Cardiff Coals had been made at 
tls. 10.5.0 from ship and to arrive. Small cargoes of American brought 
tls. 13.5.0 and 13.2.5 per ton. Australian Coals had realised 10.0.0 
to 10.2.5 for Newcastle kinds, and 10.5.0 to 10.7.5 for Sydneys. 
Arrivals: 2,176 tons from Great Britain; 250 tons from Ame- 
rica; 1,697 from Australia; 2,247 from Japan; and 530 tons from 
Formosa—total, 6,900 tons; of which 4,185 tons had been to order. 
The current quotations were:—G. E. Grey Shirtings, 384 yards 389 in., 
7 Ibs. piece, Tls. 1.9.0 to 1.9.5; 8} \to 8ilbs., Tis. 2.2.6 to 2.3.1;

Of the quantity reported settled, 150 
bales were taken by a foreign speculator. Piece Goods: Dealers show no 
disposition to purchase except for actual requirements, and prices of most 
descriptions are weaker, though holders generally evince no anxiety to re- 
alise. A small parcel of American Drills—Pepperell—has been quitted at 
a decline of 10 cents per piece, and there are buyers still in the market 
for similar goods at the same figures. Woollens: Blankets have declined 
with the arrival of moderate supplies. Long Ells and Spanish Stripes are 
very firm, and Lastings and Camlets are again dearer, and still tend up- 
ward, the majority of holders demanding prices above the views of buyers. 
Metals: Irons are dull of sale, and generally a little lower. Lead weak. 
Tin, Tin Plates, and Quicksilver firm. Coal: Receipts amount to 1,455 
tons English (to consumers), 1,176 ditto Welsh, 990 ditto Sydney (to con- 
sumers), and 500 ditto Keelung. Sales have been 888 tons English, ex 
godown, at $13.50, 1,700 ditto Cardiff, ‘to arrive,” at $14.0, and 175 
ditto Keelung at $8.50. No sales of Anthracite have been reported.

Yorouama.—The principal event of the fortnight to be noticed in this 
market was the arrival of about 375 piculs of the new season's Tea, the 
quality of which was poor; some small parcels of the same had been settled 
at quotations, but late arrivals were held for higher prices. Settlements, 
including some common grade Teas for the London market, amounted to 
about 1,100 piculs. Stocks were slightly increased, and were estimated at 
1,000 piculs of old and 800 piculs of new. Prices were firm, as quoted. 
‘Lhe Recife had been chartered for London, and the Scawfell for New York. 
The closing quotations were given as follows:—Common, $18 to 22 per 
picul; Good Common, $22 to 24 ; Medium, $24 to 26; Good Medium, 
$27 to 30; Fine, $31 to 82; Finest, $33 to 85; Choice, $36 to 45. 

SHANGHAI.—Black.—There had been no business whatever. Large 
settlements of the new crop had been made in Hankow, and all the 
arrivals thence had been in transit. The few musters shown at Shan- 
ghai appeared to be of fair average quality. Teas were expected down 
daily. Green.—In these also nothing had been done. From Japan some 
2,000 packages of Nagasaki-packed had been placed on the market, but 
no sales had been effected. Ningpo-packed Pingsueys were expected up 
about ten days hence, a few musters having already been shown. An 
unusually large quantity was packing at that port for this year. 

Hankxow.—Musters of new Teas were shown on the 26th May, and on 
the evening of the following day the market was opened on a stock of about 
50 chops, at prices four to five taels over last season's opening rates. Up 
to the 80th May some 46,000 chests had been taken, latest settlements 
showing an advance of three taels on opening prices. Oanfas were superior 
to those of last season, and Oopacks generally were of about fair average 
quality. Three days later advices report great excitement on the 2nd 
June, and settlements by Russian buyers at 28 to 40 taels, but at the close 
less eagerness was shown, and some parcels had been settled on more 
favourable terms. 

Kivkranc.—Some 8,300 chests new Teas had arrived, but the extreme 
prices demanded by Teamen precluded settlements. The Ningchows, 
though flavory, were very thin, and the Hohows were considered to be 
inferior to last season's, 

Foocuiow. — The Circular of Messrs. Odell and Co. contains the 
following :—In our last issue we reported the opening of the market 
fcr the new season's Teas, and we have now to advise that 
daring the fortnight succeeding the 6th of June a very large busi- 
ness has been transacted, settlements of Congou amounting to 166,000 
chests at prices ranging from Ts, 9.8 to 47.3 ship off. On arrival 
the finest Kaisows were found to be really choice, and were 
exgerly competed for at extreme rates. Our market closes with much 
wetivity. — We quote:—Common to medium grades rather easier, fine to 
finest Kaisows 2 to 8 Taels per picul cheaper compared with opening 
rates, while extra fine are somewhat dearer, nearly all the chops having 
been placed. Total arrivals are much in excess of those to same date last 
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the inquiry had been trifling. Coals: The market had been plentifully | season, and it is estimated that there are fully 80,000 chests first crop 


Tea still to come to hand. Souchong: Only 4 small parcels have arrived ; 
the finest chops may be expected during the coming {week. Oolongs in 
the early part of the interval were purchased to a considerable extent, but 
are now somewhat neglected. Scented Teas, being of good quality and 
well scented, have been realised at full prices. Flowery Pekoe: Arrivals 
are light, and the quality but poor, though sales have been made at extreme 
rates. Our quotationa are :—Dust and siftings, tls. 9.8 to 11.8 per picul ; 
Ordinary to good common, Tis. 17.8 to 21.8 per picul; common to good 
flavoury, Tis. 22.8 to 30.8 per picul; fine to finest Kaisow, Tls. 31.8 to 
42.8 per picul; extra finest, crack chops, ‘I'ls. 44.8 to 47.8 per picul. 

Amoy.—There had been an arrival of about 3,000 packages of new 
teas, but the quantity being so small no transactions had resulted, 

Canton.—During the interval a steady business had been transacted, 
and the total settlements, especially in Scented kinds, were very large. At 
one time a noticeable reduction on previous rates might have been quoted, 
but later competition had been general, and at the close we note but little 
average change on opening prices. The second crop of Scented kinds 
proved to be much mixed with spurious leaf, but still it was eagerly 
bought at full rates. District Greens had been freely taken at high values, 
Altogether settlements had been very irregular, as follows:—Canton Dis- 
trict Congous, 1,500 boxes, at Tls. 22 to 29}; Scented Orange Pekoe, 
22,000 do., at Ts.

SILK. 

YoxouamaA.—Business in this staple during the past fortnight had been 
on rather a limited scale, owing to the smallness of supplies; this may in 
some degree be accounted for by the lateness of the season, coupled with 
the continued disturbances in the north. Quotations remained unchanged, 
and the stock on offer was composed principally of medium and inferior 
sorts. Late advices from the silk districts spoke well for the prospects of 
the new crop. The quotations (laid down in London all charges included 
at exchange 4s, 64d.) were as follows :—Hanks, Mybash, Sinchu, &c., 1, 
2 nom., 36a.

SuHanouat.—Mr. Holdsworth's Circular, dated 4th June, offers the fol- 
lowing remarks :—The latest dates received since my last Silk Circular 
are by letters to the 17th April, and by telegrams via Kiachta to the 5th 
May, the latter reporting “Silk firmer, Chop 3 Tsatlee 29s, per lb.” The 
first few parcels of the New Season’s Silk were received on the 31st May, 
and during the following few days, arrivals having come forward freely, the 
unsold stock reached fully 900 to 1,000 bales, before any purchases were 
made; but on the 3rd inst. the market was opened by the purchase of 8 
bales “ T'se-quong-Sun’s” Chop 34 Tsatlee at Tls. 540 per picul ; 30 bales 
No. 4} to 5 Lingho Tsatlee at Tis. 425 to 440 per picul, and during the 
past two days transactions have considerably increased, making a total of 
fully 800 bales settled, chiefly Tsatlees. The prices paid have been exces- 
sively high, which may be attributable to the existence of unlimited orders 
(as regards price) to ship by first steamers, and as the natives were aware 
that such orders had been received they naturally asked very high prices 
for their Silks, and unfortunately succeeded in obtaining them. The 
Chinese are unanimous in asserting their belief that if the second crop be 
only a moderate one we shall have fully 50,000 bales of Silk available for 
export for season 1868-69; this, coupled with the fact that the latest ad- 
vices received of the European crop thus far are satisfactory, also that there 
is a difference of fully 2s. to 2s. 6d. in the London quotations as compared 
with same date last year—2 chop 3 tsatlee being then quoted 31s., and by last 
telegrams to hand only 29s., ought to cause foreigners to consider well the 
probable result of their shipments before paying such excessively high rates 
as 30s. to 39s. 6d. for true classic thirds tsatlee, for there are certainly 
no circumstances, either statistically or politically, to justify purchasers 
in paying such extreme rates for their Silk. Nearly all descriptions of 
Silk this year are finer in size than last season. Lainings, owing to the 
greater bulk of the higher numbers, having been purchased for re-reeling, 
are reported to be commoner than last year, the lower numbers left in the 
hands of the Silk producers being mixed with the better grades. The 
arrivals from the interior having come forward freely, the unsold stock is 
estimated at about 1,100 bales, chiefly medium and lower Tsatlees. The 
Peninsular and Oriental Company’s steamer Benares, with 314 bales 
Japan and 71 bales China Silk on board, was wrecked on the Fisherman’s 
group of islands. The Silk, which was considerably sea-damaged, was 
returned to Shanghai and sold by public auction.

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THE BURLINGHAME MISSION. 


Tuxspeech delivered by Mr. BurLincHaMe at the banquet 
given by the New York merchants to the Chinese Embassy 
has, as might have been expected, provoked a good deal of 
unfavourable criticism. In our last issue we gave this ad- 
dress at full length, and those of our readers who have had 
the patience to wade through a couple of columns of Mr. 
Bur.incHaME’s somewhat fervid eloquence will probably agree 
in the conclusion that, whatever success it may have achieved 
as a display of stump oratory, the unmistakable “ bunkum ” 
that forms its chief ingredient is not likely to forward the 
views of the Embassy by its effect on the minds of think- 
ing men. If the Chinese people are in truth all that Mr. 
BuRLINGHAME unblushingly asserts, then European civilisation 
with its concomitant Christianity,—in short, our entire sys- 
tem of morality, to say nothing of art, literature, science, and 
political economy,—must be regarded as a gigantic delusion, 
and the sooner we abandon it all and revert to the primitive 
philosophy of Conrucius, as practised by his descendants of 
the nineteenth century, the better. Mr. BurtincHame's glori- 
fication of his constituents is almost sublime in its compre- 
hensiveness. They are everything that is good and noble 
and perfect. They are the incarnation of the “great doc- 
trine” of Conrucius; they breathe the “sentiments” of 
Mencius pure and unadulterated. Of all peoples the most 
cruelly injured and abused, they now come forward—in the 
person of Mr. BurtinaguaMEe—to forgive everything and 
everybody, and will henceforth condescend to mix on equal 
terms with the reat of the world, provided only that 
they are accepted at their own valuation. China, says 
Mr. BurincHamg, asks you to forget your ancient pre- 
judices, and to abandon your assumptions of superiority. 
So gravely is the point urged that for a moment we are 
almost induced to believe that it is ourselves, and not the 
Chinese, who have so long persisted in considering our own 
country as the centre of the universe, our own monarch 
exclusively as the near relative of all the heavenly bodies, 
our own wisdom the only true wisdom, and all outsiders 
foreign devils and barbarians. Then, says Mr. BURLINGHAME 
(speaking to his countrymen, but very pointedly at Great 

ritain), China wishes no war ; she particularly requests you 
not to interfere in her internal affairs, and asks you to respect 
the neutrality of her waters, and the integrity of her terri- 
tory. This sounds a little ungrateful. It is solely to our 
interference with her internal affairs (and that at her 
own request) that China owes the suppression of the 
Tak-PING rebellion ; as to the neutrality of her waters, the 
occasional destruction of a nest of pirates can hardly be con- 
sidered an infringement of it; and the integrity of her 
territory has been in many cases preserved, and in many 
others restored, by British arms. Again, we are told that 
China asks to be left perfectly free to unfold herself precisely 
in that form of civilisation of which she is most capable ; in 
reply to which demand we are tempted tu ask Mr. BURLING- 
HAME whether, in his vocabulary, unfolding and shutting up 
are synonymous terms, for the former operation, carried out 
on purely Chinese principles, would probably turn out very 
near akin to the latter. Much progress has doubtless been 
made during the last few years, involving important reforms 
in military organisation, the collection of revenue, and 
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education ; but as for any “unfolding”—in the sense 
which would extend to foreigners entire freedom to reside or 
acquire property in any part of the country, to make railways 
and to work mines—there is no real disposition towards it. 
Until China is prepared to allow to foreigners, at least to such 
as are subjects (or citizens) of treaty Powers, all the same 
rights and privileges that European nations readily concede 
to aliens, it is idle to talk or her entering the great family of 
nations on equal terms. 

China, says our orator, seeing at last the necessity of enter- 
ing into relations with civilisation (this, by-the-way, is rather 
a come-down after his previous flights) does not wait to be ap- 


proached, but comes out and extends to us her hand. That 


is, she extends to us—Mr. Burlinghame. Well, we must take 
him, we suppose—not exactly at his own valuation, but for 
what he is worth. China extends her hand certainly, but is 
it open or closed—is the gesture friendly or repellant? It 
looks more like the latter. It seems, according to Mr. 
BuRLINGHAME's account, that there is a conspiracy among 
European nations—England, of course, at its head— 
to coerce China into compliance with unreasonable de- 
mands; to take her by the throat, and shake and 
bully, and otherwise maltreat her; and it is against the 
“malign spirit of the tyrannic element” that he is prepared 


to do better. Now, this is simply a tissue of misrepresenta- 
tion. What Mr. BouriineHaME would impress upon his 


hearers is that the Government of China is the subject of a 
coarse and brutal tyranny at the hands of: the foreign 
Ministers, more especially our own ; while the truth is that 
our representative is notoriously more solicitous for the 
interests of the Chinese Government than for the welfare of 
British merchants in that country. What complaint, asks 
Mr. BurRuIncHAME, have you to make against China? We 
reply, that in numerous important particulars our merchants 
have been deprived of the rights granted them by treaty, 
and that our trade has thereby sustained material injury ; 
that the time agreed on by mutual consent for a revision of 
the treaty has now arrived; and that such revision, con- 
ceived in fair and liberal terms, so as to be beneficial to both 
parties, should be forthwith effected on the spot where the 
orginal treaties were signed. We are quite sure that nothing 
could have a better effect, both on the foreign trade and the 
internal prosperity of China than this course. By exhibiting 
a steady honesty of purpose in the prompt fulfilment of their 
engagements, the Chinese Government will do more to cement 


a cordial understanding with other nations than all Mr. Bur- 


LINGHAME'S oratorical or diplomatic efforts will secure. 


TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION. ; 

AnorHeEr break in the Malta and Alexandria Cable, reported 
by a despatch dated Valetta, 23rd instant, has unpleasantly re- 
minded us of the miserable inefficiency of the existing means 
of communication with India and China, The telegrams usually 
sent forward from Suez on the arrival there of the steamer 
have this time reached us via Brindisi. Of course, as far as 
the Mediterranean portion of the line is concerned, the opera- 
tions of the new company will soon apply a remedy ; but how 
long are we to wait for a Red Sea Cable? That it is a necessity 
of the age, and one which must be supplied before long, isa 
fact now very generally recognised, and that the present 
Government will give no substantial support to the scheme 
is equally certain ; but few practical men entertain a doubt 
that it may be done easily and speedily without any such 
aid. The difficulties of Atlantic telegraphy—at first, to all 
appearance, nearly insurmountable—have been entirely con- 
quered, and next year will, in all human probability, ‘see 
another cable in operation between Europe and the United 
States. The requisite capital for the Indo-European and 
Anglo-Mediterranean Companies was obtained without diffi- 
culty ; not only is there just now a plethora of capital, but 
there is also a manifest disposition on the part of the public 
to invest in telegraph companies in preference to most other 
undertakings. And yet, amid all these favourable and en- 
couraging circumstances, the promoters of the long-talked 
of Anglo-Indian line still hang back. If they would be 
content once for all to abandon the idea of a Government 
guarantee, and boldly launch their scheme on its own merits! 
they could hardly fail to meet with a satisfactory response. 
The present state of things is not only a national reproach, 
but is especially discreditable to English commercial enter- 
prise.

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EXPLORATIONS IN WESTERN CHINA. 
‘Waite the Bhamo expedition pushes its way eastward in 
search of a practicable route from Burmah to the Western 
provinces of China, an attempt is being made by Mr. Cooper, 
an enterprising explorer, to find a similar route from China 
to Calcutta. Mr. Coorer left the China coast about eight or 
nine months ago, and travelled westward by way of the 
Yang-tsze-kiang, following the route taken by Colonel SaREL 
and his party in 1861, but with better success. In the be- 
ginning of March he arrived at Ching-tu, the capital of Sze- 
chuen, a place distant from Shanghai in a straight line more 
than a thousand miles. Here he found the Nepaulese embassy 
on their way to Peking detained at Ching-tu on account of the 
disturbed state of the country between that place and the 
capital. Mr. Cooper, taking advantage of the ambassador's 
presence, asked him for a letter to show to the Nepaulese 
officials on the Thibetan frontier, but this was declined, on 
the ground that there was “no law between Nepaul and 
England.” After a few days’ stay at Ching-tu, Mr. Cooper 
started for Ta-tsien-lu, the Jast Chinese town on the borders 
of Western China. The last letter from him is dated 
Hi-zan-ki, March 28th, a place five days’ journey from 
Ta-tsien-lu, for which town he intended to start on the 7th 
of April. After leaving Ta-tsien-lu, two routes to Calcutta 
will be open to him, the one by Bathang and Sudya, the 
other by Lassa. Mr. Cooper intended to try the former of 
these routes, and we hope he may succeed in traversing it 
safely, for in addition to the greater length of the Lassa 
route the ill-will of the Thibetans makes it a very perilous 
journey. 


THE AUSTRIAN EXPEDITION TO THE FAR EAST. 

The journal of the Austrian Agricultural Society publishes an inte- 
resting paper read tothe Society by Dr. Von Scherzer, on the Govern- 
mentcommercial expedition which is to proceed from Trieste for the Kast 
next month. Dr. Von Scherzer says that two screw ships, the frigate 
Danube and the corvette Frederick, have heen placed at the disposal of 
the expedition, and that representatives of all the branches of Austrian 
industry, such as metallurgy, leather work, glass work, viniculture, &c., 
will accompany it for the purpose of inquiring into and reporting upon 
the advisability of opening atrade in any of the manufactured productions 
of Austria with the countries to be visited by the expedition. Every 
attempt is also to be made to procure observations and collections of 
natural products, though no scientific men are to be specially attached 
to the expedition for that purpose. The places at which the expedition 
will touch on leaving Trieste will be Capetown, Port Elizabeth, Singa- 
pore, Bangkok, and Hong Kong. At Bangkok a commercial and ship- 
ping treaty is to be concluded, if possible, with the King of Siam, and 
similar treaties are to be negotiated with other Eastern States. As 
soon as the negotiations are completed the Danube will return, leav- 
ing the Frederick to see to the due; execution of the treaties and to 

rotect the commercial interests of Austria generally. On her way 

ome the Danube is to pass by South America, in order to con- 
clude commercial treaties with Peru, Chili, and the Argen- 
tine Republic. Consuls are to be then appointed to the prin- 
cipal ports in the countries with which commercial treaties have 
been concluded. A ‘‘commercial reporter” will be attached to the 
expedition, whose business it will be to examine into the resources and 
wants of each country visited, to ascertain the prices of all commodi- 
ties, and to gather every kind of information likely to be useful to 
people in Austria who may contemplate opening a trade with the 
countries in question. The paper concludes with some curious statis- 
tics taken from an official report on the trade of China in 1866. It 
appears that the value of the imports in that year was about 
£80,000,000, and of the exports about £25,000,000, and that in 
Shanghai alone the total of the imports and exports together was 
about £50,000,000. The raw silk exported amounted to 4,328,000 Ib., 
and the tea to 157,750,000 lb. The number of foreign ships engaged 
in the China trade was 15,672, of 6,877,682 tons burden. Of these 
8,276 were English, 8,602 North American, 2,248 North German, and 
234 only French. 


THE SILKWORM DISEASE. 

M. Pasteur has communicated to the Academy of Sciences some 
fresh researches of his on the disease called in French morts flats, inci- 
. dent tosilkworms. When they are labouring under this affection they 
evince loss of appetite, and lie extended on the hardles; their intes- 
tines in such cases contain various organised beings, which are not to 
be met with in the healthy silkworm. Such are, in the first place, 
very nimble vibrios, with or without brilliant points in their bodies; 
secondly, a nomad remarkable for its agility; thirdly, bacterium termo, 
or a vibrio that much resembles it; and lastly a ferment, in the shape 
of a row of beads. These productions are sometimes together in the 
game worm, and sometimes separate. That which is most fre- 
quently to be met with is the row of three, four, or five per- 
fectly spherical beads, the diameter of which is about the one 
thousandth part of a millimetre! M. Pasteur next proceeds to show 
that the mortlat disease may be hereditary. If the finest cocoons 
of a breed strongly affected with this malady be selected for pro- 
pagation, it will be found that the silkworms issuing from them 
will be tainted with it. Ita effects are various: it will sometimes 
carry off a whole breed, and at othera only thin its numbers ; bat the 
worms that attain the age of spinning their cocoons are remarkable 
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for their laziness. M. Pastear, having examined many in this state 
of incipient lethargy, and in the chrysalis state, has always found the 
“row of beada” in the intestines, without either bacteriums, vibrios, 
or nomads. Nevertheless there is nothing to prove these ferments to 
be the cause of the mort flat diseases; perhaps they are only the 
necessary result of an unsound state of the digestive functions. One 
of our author’s experiments consisted in reducing a quantity of mul- 
berry leaves into a pulp with water; at the end of twenty-fours hours, 
the preparation contained the identical organisms described above. 
Hence there is strong presumption that the appearances in the intes- 
tines of the diseased silkworms are entirely owing to bad digestion. 


THE HAVRE EXHIBITION. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Exhibition has now passed through its probationary month, a 
period which seems necessary in France by way of law, no matter what 
be the date fixed for opening the doors to the public. It cannot be 
said that the carpenters and other workmen have entirely left the pre- 
mises, but the Exhibition is full and abounding in interest, and the 
number of visitors is considerable and seems to be increasing rapidly ; 
and here it may be mentioned that the Exhibition is popular, and for 
one good reason if for none other, namely, that there is leas red-tape, 
less humbug—to use a vulgar but highly expressive word—about the 
management than usual, and the regulations, as well as the conduct 
and bearing of the attendants, are, as a natural consequence, more than 
usually sensible and unobtrusive. Visitors are perfectly at their ease, 
and we have not heard that any ill consequences have arisen from the 
fact, although it is not to be supposed that the men of Havre and the 
foreigners of all nations constantly mixed up with them are more vir- 
tuous or less curious than other people; in fact, the population, like 
that of most seaports, is an energetic, self-reliant, and somewhat rough 
one, and the fact that a minimum of administrative regulations 
answers better here than a maximum of the same has ever answered 
elsewhere is a capital proof of the good effect of leaving people alone 
as much as possible. 

When an abuse is discovered it is stopped in a quiet manner ; thus, 
family tickets of admission have been stopped, because, as we under- 
stand, some people took the word family in the broadest possible seuse 
—that of including all men and women as brothers and sistora. 

With respect to the contents of the galleries of the Exhibition we 
can speak now with much satisfaction. The first and chief group, 
that of navigation, presents a very excellent appearance ; there may 
be a few blanks, but they are scarcely perceptible, and the objects ex- 
hibited are well arranged and all well seen, which is more than can 
sometimes be said. The nautical collection is not so large, of course, as 
was that of Paris, but it reminds one much of the fine show by the banks 
of the Seine ; and although some of the models and other articles ex- 
hibited may have been seen in Paris, there are many that are new and 
important. The collection of models is not very large, but itis good and 
characteristic. The Dutch have sent models of their most approved 
fishing boats ; the Americans, among other things, a model of a great 
river steam ark ; the Havre and other French builders contribute 
largely ; but the English exhibitors carry off the palm more in quality 
even than quantity—this is admitted by all candid judges. There is 
nothing better, if there be anything equally good, in the Exhibition 
than the models of Messrs. Napier ; Johnson, Scott, and Co.; Bishop, of 
Guernsey ; Kayll, of Sunderland ; the London Engineering and Iron 
Shipbuilding Company, and Palmer's Shipbuilding Company; and 
this is not the whole list. Messrs. Napier do not show the famous 
Pereire and Ville de Paris again, but these two vessels appear in the 
collection of the Transatlantic Steam Company, whose property they 
are. This energetic company has now twenty-one packct boats, with 
a steam force of 17,000-horse power, and a total capacity of 80,000 
tons; eleven of these vessels exceed 5,000 tons each. ‘‘ Amongst the 
packet boats belonging to the New York line,” I translate literally the 
expressions from the company’s own notice, ‘‘are the Pereire and the 

Ville de Paris, which are the two most rapid steamers belonging to the 
company.” 

If England be first France is a capital second. The Messageries 
Imperiales Company, which builds all its own boats, and the company 
of the Forges and Chautiers of the Mediterranean, both make excellent 
shows, and their modelsand plans deserve careful attention. Amongst 
exhibitors from other countries the John Cockerell Company, of 
Scraing, near Liege, makes the most remarkable show. In other mat- 
ters connected with shipping France and England balance each other 
very fairly, and make an admirable show, neither, as far as we have 
been able to judge, being in advance of the other in the way of 
novelties. 

In instruments of various kinds our neighbours are strong, and show 
some beautiful scientific and admirably executed specimens; the only 
articles in which England excels her neighbour in the Exhibition are, 
perhaps, ship’s compasses, apparatus for communication between the 
captain and the helmsman and engineer of a vessel, and marine 
chronometers. Of the latter there is a fine show on both sides, but 
the palm muat, we think, be given to the English collection of Messrs. 
Parkinson and Frodsham ; Kullberg; Reid and Sons; and Weichert, 
of Cardiff. The rivals seem determined to keep the battle even, for 
one of our first houses, whose name we shall not mention. and one of 
the first French firms, still exhibit almost empty cases. Perhaps their 
goods have gone astray. . 

The class of eatables for exportation is full and really magnificent. 
The exhibitors are especially numerous in the preserved meat section ; 
most of the great French and several of the English export firms ex- 
hibit, but the show of delicate made dishes, fish, vegetables, and other 
articles on the French side, is extraordinary, and being put up in glass 
jars they make a grand show, and do the highest credit to the nation 
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that produced Appert, the inventor, as we believe, of the syatem of 
conservation by expulsion of air by heat. 

It may not be uninteresting to atate here that a dinner for 200 per- 
sons is to take place here shortly, for which the whole of the provi- 
sions ag well as the wine—of which, by the way, there is an excellent 
show—are to be derived from the Exhibition itself. Sardines, prawns, 
and tunny fish from the Mediterranean, and devilled lobster from the 
United States, will make good hors d'euvres; the Loire, Scotland and 
Holland will supply the salmon, American Cove oysters, and short- 
necked clams for sauce ; the meata will come from all the world ; while 
France will have the honour of supplying samples of her delicate pre- 
parations from fish, flesh and fowl, and of crowning all with her per- 
fumed truffles. For fruite, there will be, amongst others, fresh pines 
and peaches from America, and all the wealth of European orchards, 
hard and soft, stony and pulpy. As to wine, we could mention half- 
a-dozen grands crus to be found here, but that would be invidious, and 
moreover not quite s safe proceeding until the bill of fare is visible. 

The second group, articles for ship use and for exportation, let in 
almost everything in the world, and there is a very nice choice collec- 
tion of silks and tissues of nearly all kinds, especially sailcloths, 
wearing apparel, plate, jewellery, perfumery, furniture, porcelain, 
carriages, agricultural implements, pianos and other musical inatru- 
ments, printing presses, saddlery, photograph and photographic in- 
struments, and a hundred miscellaneous articles, including stationery, 
colours, travelling equipage, and toys. 

One gallery is devoted to machinery, much of it in motion, and in- 
cluding specimens of the mechanical means used in most of the com- 
mon trades, such ag chocolate manufacture, confectionery, cork cutting, 
shoe making, the production of mineral waters, ice, &c. 

The garden is now bright and gay, the weather being magnificent 
and the temperature moderate. The Aquarium is the grand attraction 
there, and its tanks reccive accessions every day; amongst the speci- 
mens rarely seen alive are half-a-dozen mackerel, a conger eel a yard 
long, several dogfish, shoals of whiting, gurnet, and grey mullet, flat- 
fish of almost every variety in great numbers, several large specimens 
of the limule, with its skull-like shell which with its tail makes it look 
like a gigantic petrified tadpole, many specimens and two or three 
varieties of the extraordinary cuttlefish, with head like an elephant, 
yet made up, as it were, of soft fingers, twenty or more of those polypi 
which Victor Hugo bas brought into so much notoriety, and crabs, 
lobsters, sea-spiders, and other crawling and creeping things too 
numerous to mention. The Aquarium is really a great success, and 
not leas so its oatworks, which now contain five big seals, an immense 
turtle, a boa of some kind, and some other “ wild fowl,” as Bottom the 
Weaver called the lion. The grounds are made gay in the evening by 
music and lights, and the cafes, restaurants, beer-houses, American 
iced cream-drinks, Algerian and other shops, give the whole a gay 
air and recal the Paris Exhibition to the mind. 

Havre was crowded the other day for the inauguration of the Exhibi- 
tion ; it is moderately full now, and will doubtless be crowded enough 
iota Brown, Jones and Robinson can escape the noise and dust of 
the town. 











THE CITY BANK. 

On the 21st inst. the half-yearly mecting was held at the London 
Tavern; Mr. Jones im the chair. The directors’ report (the twenty- 
fifth) shows that after paying interest, and providing for bad and 
doubtful debts, the gross profits, including £3,077 4s. 1d. brought for- 
ward from the preceding half-year, amount to £41,734 48, 10d. The 
directors, as previously stated, declare a dividend at the rate of 7 per 
cent. per annum, and carry forward £3,250 2s. 10d. to the new profit 
and Joss account. On the debtor side of the balance-sheet the amount 
due by the bank on current and deposit accounts, &c., is £2,514,781 
183. 10d.; acceptances against cash in hand, &c., £2,161,689 19s. 10d. 
On the creditor side are, Exchequer Bills, East India Debentures, and 
Government Securities, £326,534 9s. 1d.; cash.in hand, £533,946 
18s. 3d. ; and other securities, including bills discounted and loans, 
£4,383,699 132, 


In moving the adoption of the report, the Chairman observed that 
the increase in the assets and liabilities showed the satisfactory position 
of the bank. There was an increase of £2,000 in the item of premises, 
the expenses incurred in completing the branch in Tottenham-court- 
road; but henceforth, all the works being finished and the account 
elosed, there would be a decrease from time to time. There was also 
a slight addition to the current expenses, occasioned by an increase in 
the salaries. A decrease of between £1,400 and £1,500 in the profit 
and Joss account was caused by the necessity of calling in former debts, 

Mr. Sheriff M‘Arthur seconded the motion, and Mr. Ball having re- 
marked that while the number of branches and the working expenses 
had increased there did not appear to be any corresponding addition 
to the number of transactions, the Chairman replied that the trans- 
actions had increased as compared with the previous half-year, when 
the aascta and liabilities were £4,269,711, while now they amounted to 
£5,298,806, or an increase of a million, adding that the directors had 
every reason to be satisfied with the progress of all the branches. The 
falling off in the profits was owing to the very low rate of discount. 


The motion was carried, and the directors and auditors retiring by 


rotation having been re-elected, the proceedings terminated in the usual 
manner. 
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COURT OF ADMIRALTY.—-Joty 16, 
THE “MAGGIE LESLIN.”—JUDGMENT. 

Dr. Deane, Q.C., Mr. E. 0. Clarkson, Dr. Tristram, and Mr. Pritehard 
appeared in the cause. Sir R. Phillimore delivered judgment as fol- 
lows :-— 

This is a cause of distribution of salvage money awarded by a com- 
petent foreign court. The sum awarded appears to have been £11,000, 
but by some process which I do not exactly understand relative to the 
exchange and transmission of money to this country, and other circam- 
stances, the sum which it is agreed I have to distribute ia £8,250. On 
the 9th of October, 1867, the barquo Fusiyama, with a master and 
seventeen hands, fell in ncar Gaspar Island, in the East Indies, with 
the ship Maggie Leslie derelict and in very disabled state. I presume, 
from the amount awarded to the salvors, that the derelict and her 
cargo must have been of considerable value. The value of the Fusi- 
yama and her carzo was about £70,000. The chief mate and four of 
the crew of the Fusiyama voluntercd to take the derelict into Batavia, 
which, after undergoing much personal hardship and being exposed 
to considerable perils, they accomplished on the 21st day of October, 
the Fusiyama keeping them company for the firat five days. The par- 
ties among whom I have to distribute the amount awarded are the 
owners of the Fusiyama, her master and crew, who remained on board, 
and the mate and four men who navigated the Maggie Leslie. With 
reference to the principle upon which the owners of the Fusiyama are 
to be remunerated, I will refer to the following opinion of Dr. Lush- 
ington :—“ We all know that formerly claims of owners of vessels to 
participate in salvage did not receive very favourable attention from 
the judges who preceded me in this chair, but things are now much 
changed ; steam vessels are able to render important services, in which 
the ship heraelf is the chief agent.” It is my intention to adhere to 
the principles laid down by my learned predecessor on the subject ; 
but in this case the Fusiyama cannot be said to be the chief agent in 
the salvage service, because she had no steam power, and because she 
did not tow, or in any way directly assist the disabled vessel, though 
her attendance upon her for five days is a circumstance not to be left 
out of consideration. I do not forget the arguments as to the risk to 
her insurance in consequence of her deviation from her course, nor the 
peril to which she was subject from the loss of her mate and four of her 
men fora time. If she had met with bad weather it would have been 
a very serious circumstance both for the ship and her valuable cargo to 
have been without her proper complement of hands. The master took 
upon himeelf a great responsibility, especially as the salvage was one 
of property and not of human life, and much additional labour was 
imposed upon the crew who remained on board. The principal salvora, 
however, are unquestionably the mate and four men who took the de 
relict into Batavia, and pre-eminently the mate himself. Bearing in 
mind these considerations, I shall distribute the salvage award in the 
following manner :—To the owners of the Fusiyama, £1,400; to her 
master, £900 ; to the twelve men who remained on board, £1,900; to 
the mate who navigated the derelict, £1,000; and to the four men who 
accompanied him, £3,050, The costs of all parties to be paid rateably 
out of the fund. 

Decree accordingly.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 1868. 


The Proprietor has made arrangements to run six couriers per month in May and June, in the 
event of delay in the transmission of telegrams by the Russian Telegraph Service. It may not be 
generally known that the delays during the last season were occasioned by the overflowing of the 
Rivers Irtisch, Obi, and Yenessei; upwards of 500 versts of Telegraph Line were swept away from 
time to time. As such inundations occur only once or twice in a century, the Proprietor hopes that 
the precaution he has taken will prove unnecessary. During the latter two months of last season 
the line worked very well, and Telegrams were delivered to and from Europe in 18 days; the 
average time being as follows :—

A courier having been killed by a fall from his horse last year, the telegram bag was lost, and 
has not yet been recovered. In order to prevent a recurrence of the inconvenience, it is the inten- 
tion of the Proprietor to open all telegrams addressed to his care, and forward duplicates by the 
subsequent courier to their respective addresses, unless he be specially notified to the contrary. 
The number of stations in Mongolia will be doubled this year. Contracts have been made to 
deliver telegrams between Kiachta and Tientsin in twelve days; the non-fulfilment of the contracts 
as to time entails a penalty upon the contractors of from 1 to 3 taels per hour (6s. to 18s.), thus 
giving a guarantee that delay will not occur. 

After the first two months ofthe season, which are the most severe as regards the climate, the 
contractors will reduce their contract time to ten days.
